lion Huvtlooli favored the maintenonoo 
of tbe present lOad. It waa atrange that the 
inbabiianta of New Woatmioster, and at tbe 
Inlet also should persiat iu advocating tbe 
present road, if a now road wuuld eerve them 
tiiuler, as asieritd by bun nfiicial [nL-iubers. 
I'ha peo,)le, howcvor, he believed knew their 
owD iniere.-ta bist. 

Hon Bill — Either the proaant road raus 
be made p'taaablu by aectiooa or a now road 
mast bo made, aod he decidedly advooatet' 
tbe latter as bein^ tbe beet. Tbe vesaeli al- 
ways lie where tbo new roid would terrain- 
utG ut ibf Inlet. Vim prooeiil road leada no- 
whero, and Ibere was no good imcborugo in 
ttie vieiiiiiy. The now road wuuld be the 
best !or ibe inttresla ol iNuw Wesirninster. 

lion Helmckeo know soineitiiog about tbe 
present road, ft waa the mi 'it exeotablo 
road be bad ever passed over. Tbero wua 
some peculiarity abuut the it dues not 

bind. Iho drains wore of do use. 

Hon Trulch had jiaJo a elalement as to 
wha* was pioiier in his opiiiion Tbo present 
road would requiru th" e.xpLtiditure ul SI2U00 
to make it putsublu for hoavily loaded taims. 
It was Irae that the pteaent road waa tne 
shortest, but the new road would not be 
more than 12)^ miles long and wuuld bu 
ouay to build, ua tbe ground waa batter 
adapted for ro id making. I'ho new road 
could be [uii<le (cr less m noy than would bo 
required lu lep.iir iho prisent one. 

l bs resolution was oarnad. 

Hon Ilobaoo proposed that Iho Committso 
recommend to Ilia Excolleiioy that an early 
survey be made fur u road, to be a continu- 
ation of the prcs nl I'itt river road, and that 
thu same be consliucleil by contract for sic- 
liuueofone uiilo ejcli, aiul lh.il ihrec-fourths 
of tbo paymont bu m.ulu in land sutip, ihe 
remaining one-fuurth in carb. Ha would 
no doubt bo met wiih tba ubjectiou that the 
issue of land scrip would reault io tho depru- 
oiuti.in of the pnoa ol land, but thut he 
ihuu^^ht vc.i.s a lecoinmendiinon of the plan, 
aa numbers of llio prc4oiit ceiilers bad secured 
ihi-'ir I'ariiis in ihat way, tiio pnciH varying 
from 00c. to 80o p r acre. ThLto wme 
numbers of pcraooa that lie knew ready to 
take np sootioQB ol (be ruad, and locate farms 
on tho read, which they wouM bo able to 
pay lor in thia way. 

Hun Uavelock Hupported tlio renolution, 
and bo thought the souiiur tho preliminary 
steps were taken tbe better, Daring ibrea 
or lour Diontha of the year communication 
between the interior and seaboard waa prac- 
tically olofedi I'raders, minors and oihore, 
were iii cuiiaeiiuoiieo cuiiipilled to close their 
busiuot^B and slup work inucli Booner than 
w.iu ijeeess.iry. Ir.idu and industry was 
therefore lobtrlotcd aud .he aggregate wealth 
of the colony would be increased were tbo 
resiriotioD removed by tbe construction of a 
road. Tbo agricultural reaouicej ol tho up- 
per country ivoie raiddly developing, and 
a market lor ntuck wonki hojii bo tougtit lor 
iu the lower oiuiuiry. Thu resolution only 
called for initiatory alepu to bu luken, aa 
tbo Colony was not in a poaition to ooo" 
stroot suob an ezpeusivo work at presooi. 
If the line of road wua marked out, the ex- 
pensc would be iiuiclily covered by pros 
emplion and aalo ol lnuds. 

Hon linll would not reconiiriend a survey 
to bo m.ide uulcis it was done thoroughly, 
and on both sides ol the river* To attempt u 
pi oliminary survey would bo only thiowin;,' 
oway mcnoj, aiul t ie colony waa not in u 
posuiUQ lo oxpead moaoy ia that way, 



Hon Trptob could^well uadersiaod Ihat 
tho oonstitaeniieB repi^aeiiled by tho bon 
members wbo had aufiportedV tbe motion 
were deeply interested io the oonalruoilon ol 
the road, but tho dilfioullies to bo oyaroorao 
in oonslructing a road on either side the 
Frftser were 80 great that at leaat 8I00C00 
would bo required il such an undertaking 
were attempted. Under ibeao citouinaiaoceij 
he did not think it incumbent on tbe Coaa> 
cil to entertain any sohema for saoha par* 
poae. He was opposed to tbe Pitt river eitle 
of the Fraser, and Ihoaght the road ahonid 
paas by Laoglcy. Ho also objected to ony 
project that would depruoiato the value ol 
land. 

Tbe resolution was carried; 

Hon Rubsoo moved that the presoot sys'- 
tem of confining lunatics in common prisons 
was iobumaao and inconsistent with ..t\a 
treatment neoeesary to tho bflliction at; ' that 
the Governor bo reoommondud to provide 
proper accommodation fur snob unforiuuaio 
persona- Alter aomo discussion the r aolu- 
tion waa withdrawn. 

Oo the Bubjeci ol tbe Assay OQice, 

Hon Oarrall would vote for the removal 
of the Assay Office to Cariboo if bon mom 
bera thought tho present incroaBe in tbo ICa- 
timates for tbe maintenance of both oflicHs 
inexpedioDt. An Assay Office waa abso- 
lutely necessary at Ceriboo, since tho Banks 
hud rcdiiced tho price of gold dual. 

Hon Young — There wua u petition from 
Cariboo numerously suned both by mer- 
chants and mioers for the eslublishment of b 
branch of tbe aasay ofiico io that district 
The Esecntivo was also in posaersion ol a 
latter from Mr Braw, tho Gold Commiasionor 
at that placO: in which ho stated thatif ll eru 
hud been time before the dispatch of the 
petition below, ha believed every miner iu 
Cariboo would have signed it. Mr Brew 
believed it would pay ita woy there, notwith" 
ataoding tbe expense of establiahiug and 
working at that place, if the establishment 
at Now Westminster was done away with, it 
would be practieally abolishing the assay 
ulTico aa a oolooial instiiution. To send 
minerals to Cariboo for assay would bo 
airaply out of tba qoostion, aid ho concurred 
in tbo latter respect that they should nut 
look at (be matter in a mere debtor aod 
creditor light ; tbe advantage ol giving facil- 
ities for the assay of minerals was of incal- 
culable value to tbe Colony. 

Hon Drake— Did not sea why minerals 
should bo ossayed fur nothing j il a small 
charge waa made, of which no one wonld 
complain, it might form a source of revejao 
for the Colony. 

Hon Walkom — Had voted for (be abolition 
of the assay olSce as interleriog with piivate 
ontorprise, but aince that time he bad 
changed his opinion iu view of llie number ol 
silver mines which would no doubt bo di8> 
covered ere long. Cariboo would be too far 
out of the way ; and ho thought the lotentiou 
of the oQice at New Westminsler was of 
great advantage to (he Colony. The sum 
sat down io (be Estimates for that ofBoe, 
however, was too large. 

Hon Ilobson — Wua glad to observe that 
that standing bone of cuntenrion waa likely 
to cease to bo such ; at tho litile Parliament 
they had held at Yale, the maintainance ol 
tbo assay ofGoo was unanimously supported. 

lUa Wood— Tboagbt there were other 
items iu ibe Estimates (bat merited tbe sup- 
port of the Qoveromcat muob morn than an 
assay office, aa for ioatance tho item of Ed- 
ucation. H» could not allow $7500 to be 
added to tbo sum formerly required to aup- 
purt on a.'suy ollioo, which was lustering a 
particular olasa at the expeoso of all the 
othc 8. It would bo well •noui'h to help 
minors to disco vjr mines, but those availing 
ibemselvesol the assay office were prcoisely 
tboea who could aObrd to pay for snob ser- 
vices. 

Hon Holmokaii — Oppo?d tho appropriation 
for an assay office. Ho had cast his vote 
last year in favor, bocauia tharo was a largo 
petition brought in favor of its contiuoauce. 
He had oo objection to an assay office at 
Cariboo; but be decidedly objected to re- 
taioing an eslablisbmeot like that at Kew 
Westminster that did not pay i"! own expen 
BOS. If this eystem of furnishing tho Colony 
with u golc oasay olFico ostensibly to pro 
vent fraud, they had batter provide the Col- 
ony with stamp dootors and etamp lawyers ; 
tie did ao( believe the assay olTiae at New 
Wis minatet Was one bit of use (o (ha Colony; 
Iho amount of gold aaaayed waa infloites* 
imally small. Tbo institution, over and above 
iid earning', had been an expense to Ihe 
Colony ofSaoOO during 186G. He felt per- 
fectly certain that tbe amount set down in 
the EstiinatQs would not cover tbe expenaea, 
aud that a subsequent inorease would bs 
uecoBsary If they established an office at 
Cariboo there woald be applications from 
other poftiona nl the Colony for the soma 
privilege. I( tbo gold waa assayed at Car< 
iboo, itiBro was no use for an olfico at New 
WeatminsMr. Aa to mioeral assays, there 
had beeu just thirty-five during tbe wtiole of 
1866. aod (bat could bodono lor $300. He 
wi.uld not go in the face ol tbe petition from 
the people of Cariboo ; but one of the offices 
could bo done w'thoni; he was opposed to 
the retention of both. 

Hon Walkera — Tho assay office as a pub- 
lio ioatituiiuo, was neoeesary to .ho Culuoy 
Tba miners wore eneouragod in exploring lor 
minerals when they know they could have 
their speoimans assayed gtatuiinualy. Daring 
eight years oo private aaasy office bad been 
established because it was not found to bs 
profiiablo. Tho Banka mada tho miners 
pay ilirough tho noiu for all the accominodu" 
lion the minors obtainel from them. 

Hon Drake— During 1886 only 20,000 oz 
wero assayed at tbe office at Nan Weal, 
minster, whilst the Bank ol British North 
America assayed 5 or 6 'imosas innc h I'he 
ostablishinent waa not worth one -half the 
experine of carrying it on. II tho oHicu at 
Cariboo waa likely to ba of aarvioo to tho 
minerj let it be established by all means, 
but it waa abaurd to ooolinue an oOloe at 
Now Westminster whiuh waa of Dooae. 

Hon Uavelook would vote against (he ah* 
oliiion of tho Assay OfBce at New Weat» 
minster ; (here waa a large extent of ooontry 
Iniereated in its retention. The qnestion of 
the Assay Office bad always seamed to have 
been ideiitiliod with Victoria, New West- 
minstor and Oiribon, as though thoao pla 
alone wero concerned in it, but bo would say 
that tbo interior ol tho Colony was also (leep" 
ly iotere-tid. ]3y removing it to Cariboo it 
would be (00 far away to be generally avail- 
able. Tbe arrangement proposed by (be gov 
ornmen( would answer all purposes. The 
hon senior member lor Victoria had been 
iriconeiatent in uilier inattcra ua well ua in 
this. At a previous Eca-ion be had caruestly 
doclarod (bat it was hopeless to look for 
immigratioi) by way of tho sea; day before 
yostcrday bo advocated subsidizing ateamera 
especially with a view to immigration by 
way of tho aea. 

Ho.i Bill — It was proper to givo diiu 
weight to tlia petition of tho minora who 
wore tbe support ol tho whole Colony. He 
was glad Io find (hat tbe Uovernmeot intend., 
od 10 etiiiOliBt) A braooh of tbe Aisay Office, 



and hoped that tho miiiea on (be eastern 
side of the Ooloay might tarn out so rich 
that a similar eatabliahmoot would be re- 
quired. The country was rich in minotal 
and required a central cat.iblinlimcnt. 

Hon Helmokun bowed to tho petition of 
Cariboo minera and trusted tho yllion there 
might turn ont all that they seemed to think. 
In relation lo the ofiico at New Weatmins- 
ter, be know the dilliculty nf striking oat 
anything that had ouuu got into iheesti^ 
nraics, Aa his opposition to the offioe at 
New Westminster would bo looked at ns a 
piece of tho oUI leaven — Now We^lniinstor 
ver:ua Vicloriii, ho wou d wi hdtaw his 
nppo ilioo to that eslablishmonl. 

Hon Broke moved that the Governor bo 
rocominooded to add 61000 to tbe estimates, 
to bo applied in aid of the Victoria Fire 
Companies. The companies wero very efTi. 
cient and actually spent 811)0 per month 
out of their own pockets, besides giving their 
time and atlcntion lo their dutiei aa firemen; 
if they weia out roliovjd they would ho 
compollod to disband. 

Hon tlelmcketi aupportcd tbo recommao- 
datioo m irc purtiou'arly bucauso bo knew tho 
Corporation had not the power to render (be 
neceasary assistance. 

Hon Creaso would support Iho resolution, 
but only for this year, knowing ua he did, 
Ihat tho power ' grunted to tho Corporation 
ilid not enublo ibein to assist Fire Compnn- 
ioa. IIo howo.er advocatoil the prineipio 
that such loana from the Uovemment es- 
teoded lu Corporatlona for local purposes, 
such as fire, water, elo, shonld bo gradual' 
iy repaid by a special rate. 

The reaolution then passed, 

Hon Cairall offL-r-'d a rusolutii)n recom- 
mending' to bis Ivxoellency tho uppr')pria-. 
tiou of u sullicicnt auin lur the establish- 
inci.t of a proper Fire Daparlmant in Bar- 
korville. Thoy muat remember that legisla- 
tion lor miners was altu:;ether oxeeptluoal 
11 nd cannot bo opposed on ordinary groands. 

Hon Young really thought tbo bon mem- 
ber for Cariboo sh'uld not jiriss his reaolu- 
tion seeing tliut iostructiona bad already 
been tranamitted lothe magiatrute at Cariboo 
to extend auch aid as be might think tit to 
the bro Company at Barker villa, 

Uou Robson supported tbe reaolution of 
the boo member for Cariboo, and be (bought 
that Birkerville had a far better claim to 
aasialuoce than Victoriai Ho did not think, 
however, that an engine waa required, water 
power obtained from the liiil behind the 
town was tba beat for the purposo. 

Hon Helmoken ei^pported the reaolution, 
partioalarly in view of tbe lata calamity 
wbloh must have impovariahed the people of 
that district. 

The resolution waa carried. 

Hon HeliiioliBo congraiulatod tbe Govern- 
ment on buin^ so oounomical aa lo have 
reduced tho item for ioterest by ffSOOO. The 
temporary loan) now remaining unpaid 
amounted to only $160,000. 

Hon Trutoh -In reply to a question — The 
steamer Sir James Duugiaa waa credited wllb 
$12,0UU, that is, carninga from gooda and 
passengers, §8123 27 ; tor oarjying m£il.i, 
$-?UUO ; the expenditure waa $11,321, so that 
there was a butplus ol about *LUO0. But 
then ogainat that amount must ba placed the 
depreciation ol tho snip uod wear and tear 
Tba vessel waa .credited with the pasaoges 
of oil Ihuao wbo travelled io her on Govern- 
ment account. 

Hon Uelmnken — People had been oomi- 
plaining of irregularity in tbe trips of the 
Douglaa, as fui io8ta.ico not arriving at the 
proper lima, or perhaps not at all at some 
point aa arranged. He cast no rellectlopa on 
anyone; tbe statement bad been mada to 
him Just before onioring the Hoaac. lucuu- 
aequetica ot such delay they had fuithcr 
slated that thoy were eorapelled to take their 
butter aLd cgga home again, alter bringing 
ihuin a lung diatarico to the aeu beach, aud 
cattle had been relured on aeojuiit ol cer- 
tain passangera being on board. He thongbt 
every facility should bo aibrded to setilers 
as tbe steamer plied oo that station instead 
of roads. 

Hon Trntoh— The charge waa most un- 
fair as sgttinat any government vea el or de- 
partmeut unless tbo hon memhar was p.^.- 
pared lo aay by whom theao chaigoa wore 
made. I'tiore waa no reason lor oumplain- 
ing of irregulaiily in respect to the Lloug- 
las, aa h r tripa had always been noted (or 
tboir regulariiy, and be was aaie that tbo 
genilemao in charge did everylhijg that 
could bs done to accommodate tbo soiilera. 
Hon membord muat recollect thiit it was not 
liver navigation. Ttiera were strong winds 
and currents to contend v. ith, As lor the 
settlors at (Juraox ttioy shipped all their pro. 
duco on a achcoticr because. they aavod a low 
dollars. Tac trips ot the Duuglaa tj Comox 
had always resulted io a loss to govcromenl. 

Hon Cairall— Tbe Doaglas was tho high 
road to iho eettletnouts and ran with mar- 
vellous regularity of lirao; bor cspcaiu waa 
always moat courteous and acoommodatiug, 
but It was wholly out of buinan poisibility lo 
please the settle.-s nrho were always com- 
plaining. 

Hon Davin could eay aomethiog on that 
subject, and he could aaauie the Council that 
thu charges ogainat tho Douglaa wora per 
[eetly uetrue. 

Hon Drake — The charges wero loo high, 
and be was assored by the farmera at Co- 
mox that it coat them a cow eaon time (hey 
came to Victoria. 

Hon Robaou urged the propriety of a re- 
dcction. 

Hon Young had heard no complaints iu 
relation to laros lo and Irom Comus. It v/as 
not the rule fur the boat lo make money, bui 
il woald be unfair to muko (be Colony pay 
for tho special accommodation of a few farm- 
ers at Com X. 

Hon Haveiock introdacoJ hia motion re- 
coiiuajiuliiig appropriation lor a Court-house 
ut Yale, and stated reaaona, iu which bon 
Trutoli conoiuied, and inouon c.irrieil. 

Tbo remaining items ia the Eaiimates 
were passed duriug the Bitting. 

caOWN SALARIES. 

Hon Ilelmckon brought up hia resolution 
in refu once to reduction of Crowu Salaries, 

lion Craaso objected that il waa in contra- 
vention of a aoding orders, wbioh prohibited 
thd toprodnction of a motion that had once 
been n gatived. 

Hun i ruieh concurred with tho opiuion of 
the boo Attorney General, and thought Iho 
hou senior raembor fur Victoria out of order. 

Hon Ring suggested that dilliculty might 
easily he got over by tbe Governor prorogueH 
ing and then reopening the Council. Hon 
members would then ba ablo to venlilate tbe 
subject thoroughly. Several hon iiioinbcra ol 
teiii(it.Ml to epuak amidst much uproar, when 
tho motion was put — •shall tho Commitlen rise 
tu ask a question of tbe Prejideni louohing a 
point of order 7' which war loal, Tlia motion 
that Iho Cotnmitieo riae and report progrosa 
was than tried with a like resull. 

Hon llelmekun procoeded with his roaoiu- 
linn ; he did so Docausu bo thoU(^ht it was 
ri.<hi, and not with a view lo pojjularity. 
IIo brought it forward at that ti'DO becaDso 
it was opportune oa being io Uommiltee. 
It roi^bt bo vitid in reifttioQ to (bo oQIoei b« 



desired to abolish, th'at they only exis(ed 
nominally, but (hen the Governor might fill 
them up whenever he pleased. He did not 
wish to see ollicera in tho public sorvica los 
ceive pay thai would ploca them in a posi- 
tion they should not occupy. The preaonl is 
(be best lime to decide a qucEtiou that baa 
been so long distracting tbe pnbliC'miod. 
Some of tho Cruwu Salaries wore too high. 
In fact, tbo Governor's salary was higher 
than tbe amount granted to him by (te 
Qnoen. The day was pane by when we 
could alTord to do saob things. IIo knew 
very well tliul oo Bill that thoy (hon mem- 
bers) could propose would taka away one 
cent from the Governor or ony other oflicer of 
the Crown ; tliey came out here to receive so 
much, nod he had no inteotion of setting that 
contract aside. But his intention was to 
prevent any now appoinlments at existing 
salaries. Regarding the first on tho list, tho 
Colonial Saorolary, ho must say that the 
gentleman who occupied that position waa 
worth all thut ho received ; ho had apcnt 10 
ycLra in tbe Colony and of neceaaity waa 
worth muob more lhau any new appointee. 
The next on the list, (be Surveyor General, 
wna eqaatly deserving of his emolument oe 
ho could save raoro man all ho'rcceived on 
ony of the public works, and he wonld not 
have hia s.lary reducud ona atom. Hon 
inouibors know that wo could not alter the 
salaries if \\q wished, or that having ob'ain'.d 
that power from Her Majesty's Guvernment 
we should require to make a proper com<< 
pensaiion to thoao officeta that we desired 
to dispenae with. Whot he wished now raa 
to pass on Act by which ull future oOQuera 
occupying tho positions named in the reso- 
lution might bo paid as therein stated, Uo 
did not Buy that the aalariea ehuuld not bo 
increased as meiit or length of eervice called 
fur, but he insisted that these officers should 
enter the eervice at a lower salary* As for 
Ihe Chief of Polioe, he waq now engaged 
Id another aervioe, and hence, not reqair* 
ed, bat tho Governor might fill tho office 
to-morrow if he had a friend he wished to 
occupy it. IJo had given up Iho idea of 
altering the present salaries, ond only de- 
aired to provide ogainat future iooumbeais. 
Ho estimated the saving to the Colony ot 
$12,000 when tbe gentlemen new occupying 
the officaa, leave. He had been the mora 
anxious to move in the mutter bocanae a 
great deal bad been said about the aalaries 
being enormous. 

Huu Holbrook waa sorry to sco the Stand- 
ing Orders trampled upon; be felt convinced 
that tbe hon gentleman's resolution waa out 
ot order. 

Hon Walkem did not agree with all thai 
bad fallen from bis hon frieod, altbojgb ha 
look a similar view of tho present position 
of tbo Crowa Salaries. 

Hon Carroll believed that the cxplaoation 
given by the hon senior member for Victoria 
wero so clear aud tho foots of tbe case were 
BO patent that oo adverse vote could with 
propriety be given. It would diapoae of a 
bone of contention, and aet the matter at 
rest for ever, IIo would never consent to a 
breach ol faith with the gentlemen who' now 
bold tbe offices, bat he ibougbi the salaries 
should bo reduced lor new comers. The Co.'« 
ony waa in a different position to-duy from 
that 10 which it was, when tho aalaries weia 
voipd. 

Hon Robson said although ho felt that to al- 
lowing the debate oa tbo Crown Salaries to 
proceed (hey were trampling on tho rules as 
laid down in tb« Standing Ordcra, ho would 
procsed, neverthsless, to discuss tbe question 
at issue. He could not support tbo reaolution, 
and bla reaaon for not aupporting it ho had 
stated ou a previoua occasion, but very differ- 
ent from lhal which uppoarod in a local print. 
He was aurprised to find tho Daily print rep. 
reaentoj ia that House systemaricallj- misrep- 
reson'.iug what any member would say. What 
he said was, that ho was not opposed to tho 
resolution, but because tbo reduction could 
not bo l;rought obout in that way Some of 
tho salaries ought to bo reduced. He proposed 
that tbo Uovernor'a aalury should be reduced 
to £3000 , 08 to tbo Attorney General being 
reduced to £350, be thought that was a mere 
practical joke. In relation to officea not fillea at 
preaent, these were mere men of straw, raided 
by tbo bon member for Victoria in order to 
alTord bim tho pleasure ef knocking tbom over. 
IIo must, under these circumstances, oppose 
tlio resolution. Ho would recommend tho hon 
member (lion Ilelmckon) to keep his seat and 
coaso making flippant remarks and smoking 
cigars. 

lion Wood aaid that tho terras of tbo reao- 
lution wero different to what he could i.gree 
to — thoy were treating with OfTices, not OlD- 
cors. If iboy gave tl'.e 'i'."',.-r;or a largo aivl- 
aiy, thoy muat pay tho other officers in pro- 
portion. He should bo glad to anpport tbe 
roaolutlou, hot the figures weje not such as 
he thought equitable. Tbey must remember 
that there were no auperanuation nllowancea 
— and under theao circumstancea thoy muat 
bo prepared to give larger aalarioa. They 
ahould ahvays give such salaries as would in- 
duce man of talent lo eome forward to olVer 
their aervicea, 

Hon Davio aaid the question now boforo tho 
House was tho amendment ol an Act, and 
of couraa very dilTi.'renl from lha pliaao it pre- 
sented on a former occasion, when ho voted 
against tho same principloa, but whon tho res- 
olution then bcforo the House involved tho 
rapeal of an .^ct. IIo would now support tho 
roaolutioo. Tbore was a great dilTorcnco bo' 
tweea tho present officers and those to aocceod 
them. 

Hon Ring — The resolution should be Rup- 
portetl, it was only a suggos'.ioa aa to what 
future salaries should bo, and would in no- 
wiso intcrfcro with tho prcsout order of thiuga.
